A “yes” vote on No. 11 will re- 
duce the working hours of firemen 
from 84 a week to 72 a week.

The Brotherhood of Painters, 
Decorators and Paperhangers of 
America, A. F. of L. affiliate, and 
the Painting and Decorating Con- 
tractors of America signed an 
agreement in New York prohib- 
iting strikes and lockouts on de- 
fense jobs.

However, the negotiating 
committee again met with Fullers 
and made several changes in the 


agreement . and without pre-

board as was promised, called a 
special meeting of the membership 
of Local 1053 at which time, so T 
understand, no discussion was al- 
lowed on the agreement... which 
was put up for a vote; either “Yes” 
or “No.” The agreement was ac- 
cepted. 

As we previously stated we aren’t

NOTES 


On Tuesday, March 25th, the ad- 
vanced class of apprentices was 
taken to the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric power plant at Avon. It was 
by far the most up-to-date plant 
seen thus far by the class. The 
class was split up into three groups 
headed by Mr. Dawson, chief engi- 
neer in charge of the Avon plant; 
Mr. Booten, member of 342 and em- 
Ployed on the job during construc- 
tion; and Mr. J. Brinkers, foreman 
in charge of piping for Midwest 
Co. The plant has three Babcock- 
Wilcox boilers, generating a ca- 
pacity of 230,000 pounds of steam 
per hour. They are “T” Body oil 
burners with the latest burner tips 
of tungsten carbids and German 
silver. These tips are so fragile the 
slightest bump may shatter them 
completely. The boilers are about 
three stories high and are hung for 
more flexibility. Sludge is used for 
the heat. The steam temperature 
generated is 950 degrees and the 
feed water temperature is 400 de- 
grees. The exhaust steam is sent 
to the Associated Oil Co. which| 
takes 100,000 pounds per hour. 


Another late and unique idea is 
the control board which can be 
run by one operator who can con- 
trol all three boilers, electric driven 
valves, feed water pumps and nu- 
merous other’ opertaing parts 
tnroughout the plant. If you want 
a valve opened or closed some- 
where you have only to touch a 
button in the control room and the 
job is done. In case of trouble, a 
horn blows, the operator looks up 
to the control board which tells him 
where the trouble is and he can 
shut off that part of the system 
right at the control board. 


Still another new feature of the 
plant is the spring hangers which 
take up the expansion and keep a 
tension on the pipe. Much of the 
system throughout the plant has 
been tried and proven but sonie of 
it is in use for the first time. In 
this category are the Tungsten 
Carbide burner tips. 

The apprentice class thanks 
Messrs. Dawson, Booten, Brinkers 
and Golden for this opportunity to 
see this modern plant in operation.

Minimum Pay Order 


That the hotel industry in New 
York state has adjusted itself 
quickly to the terms of the mini- 
mum wage order is shown in the 
first checkup of compliance made 
by the division of women in indus- 
try and minimum wage, state de- 
partment of labor. Highty-eight per 
cent of the women and male minors 
working in the 845 hotels inspected 
in the first two months of tHe or- 


der were receiving at least the 
minimum wage. 


Miss Kate Papert, acting director 
of the division, explained that em- 
ployers had made the necessary ad- 
justments before the order went 
into effect with the result that 12,- 
600 workers in the hotels inspected 
were receiving the minimum rates 
at the time of the first inspection. 
Nearly 500 of the workers who were 
found to be underpaid got what 
was due them on the spot and an- 
other 375 within a few days. 

“The underpayments were due 
for the most part to lack of under- 
standing of the terms of the or- 


,der,” said Miss Papert. “We found 


nearly three-fourths of the hotels 
inspected in full compliance which 
is a record at the beginning of a 
minimum wage order.”

Should Wages Be “Stabilized”? 


American labor risks a great loss because policy makers re- 
fuse to look at the facts. A move is on foot to ‘‘stabilize wages”, 
that is, to stop wage increases. The reason given: If wages rise, 
prices must rise also, and the nation must guard against price 
increases and inflation. 


Such reasoning confuses the public and hides the true facts. 


No one wants price increases, but stopping wage increases is| 
not the way to prevent prices from rising. Wages can be raised 


substantially without raising prices, when workers are con- 
stantly increasing their rate of production. This has been proved 
again and again. 


Here are the facts: Last year. 1940, wages (per hour) in the 
nation’s factories rose an average of 5 per cent; but the employ- 
er's labor cost did not rise. In some cases labor cost per unit 
actually declined. Why? Because the worker's production per 
hour of work increased enough to pay the wage increase. With 
new machines in use and plants working nearer capacity, pro- 
duction per man hour in that one year, 1940, rose almost 5 per 
cent.
